Veep Warns Fla. 
Truck Farmers

Sydney O. Chase, Jr, Vice 

President, Chase and Company 
today warned Florida's: truck 
farmers and overland shippers 
that competition from a fast 
growing agricultural area in 
Texas combined with rising 
automotive taxes in Florida 
could deal a crippling blow to 
this state's already troubled 
vegetable growing industry. 
{ Citing figures published re- 
cently in the Wall Street Jour- 
nal, Mr. Chase said that “fam- 
ers in the High Plains area of 
Texas’ will gross around $36 
million in vegetable sales this 
year, an increase of almost 44% 
over 1957.” 

He explained that Texas 
growers, caught in the squeeze 
of decreasing cotton acreage al- 
lotments, are turning more and 
more to vegetables and will 
soon to be in a position to com- 
pete strongly for eastern and 
midwestern markets in which 
Florida growers have long been 
a fact ince the switch,” he 
said, "vegetables acreage in the 
High Plains area alone zoomed 
to 24,000 acres in 1956 and con- 

ative estimates place the 
1958 figure at more than 52, 
000. 

“Not only are shipping dis- 
tances shorter from Texas to 
most markets in the Midwest, 
but gasoline and fuel costs to 
any market regardless of dis- 


tance, are far less for Texas 
growers due to easier, more 
direct routes and low gasoline 
tax rates in the states through 
which their produce must pass.” 

In Florida, Chase pointed out, 
gasoline taxes already equal the 
highest in the nation and threat? 
en to go even higher if Gover- 
nor LeRoy Collins’ recent pro- 
posal to raise the levy to 8 
per gallon in enacted by the 
1959 Legislature.

Information concerning pro- 
cedure for simplifying move- 
ment of livestock out of the re- 
cently established _screwworm 
quarantine area of Florida is 
being supplied this week to 
county agents and livestock in- 
spectors in all counties now un- 
der. quarantine. 

The quarantine, which the 
Florida Livestock Board order- 
ed into effect May 1, 1958, in- 
volves 32 counties and embraces 
all of that portion of the state 
lying south of State Highway 
No. 40 and including that por- 
tion of Marien County lying 
within the city limits of Ocala. 
Any livestock or other ani- 
mals subject to screwworm in- 
festation may be moved out of 
the quarantine area if accom- 
panied by a certificate of in- 
spection and necessary treat- 
ment by a duly authorized re- 
presentative of the Livestock | 
Board. Otherwise, al! shipments | 
must be routed through a cen- 
tral quarantine station. , at O- 
cala where they will be inspect- 
ed and treated if necessary be- 
fore being allowed to proceed 
into unquarantined territory. 
The quarantine is one phase 
of the combined State-Federal 
Screwworm Eradication Pro- 
gram, and is designed to hold 
any of the over-winterjng pests; 


County Agent Has Information On 
Moving Cattle From Quarantine 


to the southern part of the state 
until the program gets into full 
operation about mid-summer. 
Quarantine enforcement is 
being conducted through a 24- 
hour-daily patrol of roads cros- 
sing State Highway No. 40 by 
a staff of 34 livestock inspect- 
ors. In the meantime, livestock 
owners in every Flórida county 
re being urged to continue their 
vigilance in spotting, treating, 
and quickly reporting any sus- 
pected screwworm cases to their 
county agent or livestock ins- 
pector. Strongly urged, also, are 
preventative measures by 
prompt treatment of all wounds 
or cuts with application of ap- 
proved remedies, such as EQ-3 
35 or Smear 62, and keeping ani- 
mals under observation until 
wounds are healed. 

Suspected screwworm eggs 
or maggots should NOT be des- 
troyed, but should be carefully 
collected and held for the in- 
spector to pick up and report 
to the proper authorities. Egg 
masses should be placed in a 
closed container, such as a pint 
fruit jar, on a piece of. damp 
paper, and maggots should be 
placed in a similar jar half full 
of clean tap water. Both jars 
should be kept in a cool place 
until the inspector calls for 
them.
